The following is the recommended practice gathered by Imam Yasir based on our sacred 
tradition schools and from verified bodies of Scholars from four Schools globally. If a follower 
of any of the four schools prays as per the Local Imam’s Fiqh (Imam Yasir follows Hanafi Fiqh) 
his Salaat will also go through with consensus from all ulama as he is the designated Imam for 
local Noor Masjid and Islamic Society Congregations from all Schools. 


Note: The celebratory Takhirs and Salaat Takhirs a done loud only by men and by women 
with low voice that non family male can hear (like next door neighbor) 













The Hanbali School 


1- The school if Imam Ahmad may Allah have mercy on him state that Eid prayer is Fard 
Kifaya and if a group or the Imam of a congregation prays (The Imam can be from any 
Fiqh tradition Hanafi, Shafi or Maliki or Hanbali) it then the people who cannot leave 

home will not accrue sin on abandoning this Salaat. Muslim can pray alone and with his 

family he will offer no khutbah. 

2- The time for this prayer is twenty minutes after rise till twenty minutes before Dhuhr 

Prayer. 

3- He will read two regular rakaats with 6 additional Takhirs in the first rakaat. This is done 
after reciting Thana and before Fatiha and any surah after Fatiha. In the second rakaat he 
will do 5 additional takbirs before reciting the Fatiha and after standing up with takbir 

from his first rakaat. 

The Shafi School 

According to the grand council of al-Azhar which predominantly follows traditional schools and 
the main international resource on Shafi school states: 


1- Muslim can pray alone and with his family he will offer no khutbah. 

2- 2-The time for this prayer is twenty minutes after rise till twenty minutes before Dhuhr 

Prayer. 

3- 3-He will read two regular rakaats with 7 additional Takbirs (excluding the Takbir of 
Starting Salaat called Takbir al Tahrim) in the first rakaat. This is done after reciting 
Thana and before Fatiha and any surah after fatiha. In the second rakaat he will do 5 
additional takbirs before reciting the fatiha and after standing up with takbir from his first 
rakaat.

The Maliki School 


According to the Maliki School: 

4- Muslim can pray alone and with his family he will offer no khutbah. 

5- The time for this prayer is twenty minutes after rise till twenty minutes before Dhuhr 

Prayer. 

6- He will read two regular rakaats with 6 additional Takhirs (excluding the Takhir of 
Starting Salaat called Takhir al Tahrim) in the first rakaat. Also, the Maliki School does 
not tie hands or riase hands during extra takbirs. This is done after reciting Thana and 
before Fatiha and any surah after Fatiha. In the second rakaat he will do 5 additional 
takbirs before reciting the Fatiha and after standing up with takbir from his first rakaat.

The Hanafi School 

As for those who follow the Hanafi School, According to Mufti Ibn Adam al-Kawthari the 
position taken by His Eminence Dr Mufti Muhammad Taqi Usmani and many other scholars, 
and the position Imam Yasir recommends is that the Bid prayer will not be performed in private 
homes where there is no public access. Rather, one may offer four rak’at supererogatory 
(nafl/duha) prayers. These nafl prayers will not be done in eongregation but individually and in 
silent recitation not loud and Jahri recitation in four rakaats with one taslim at end. This is also 
the position of Imam Yasi’s teaeher Mufti Atccq ur Rchman Multani of Pakistan. 

Note: Allah made the deen easy and we should not inflict hardship on our self when there is 

ease from Allah 

However, the position of some other contemporary Hanafi seholars is that the Bid prayer can be 
performed at home, but in a minimum congregation of four people.
